[20a] In the present description, the term "phoneme" is understood as defining an 
abstract unit of the phonetic system of a language. A phoneme corresponds to a 
speech sound (for example, the velar \k\ of cool and the palatal \k\ of keel), which can 
be perceived as a single distinctive sound in a word of a particular language. 
Phonemes once assemble together form a word. A phoneme may be graphically 
represented as a "grapheme", also known as a letter or a "digraph" of a writing system, 
such as letters and letter combinations, and which can be assembled together similarly 
to form a written word. 
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
